Annual Statement of Union 


| Bank of Canada is Sirong 


Assets increased during the year b 
over 31% to $143,400,000 and alt 
Departments of . Business Show 
Corresponding Growth—Note Cir- 
culation’s Great Expansion—Earn- 
ings Showed Good Increase. 


A. splendid exhibit of progress is 
made by the fifty-third annual report 
of the Union Bank of Canada, for the 
year ended November 30, 1917,. The 
assets of this great institution have 
now attained the figures of $143,411,- 
927, and show an increase of more 
than 31 per cent. for the year, In the 
three ycars since the first war-time 
balance-sheet, that of 1914, the as- 
Stts have increased by the sum. of 
approximately $81,600,000, or 75 per 
cent. since the beginning of the war. 
That the year 1917 should have 
eclipsed its predecessors in respect 
both of business growth und of pro- 
fits is particularly interesting, in view 
of the fact that it was the first year 
of office of the new General Mana- 
ger, Mr. H. B. Shaw, and also the 
first year of operation of the Bank’s 
New York Agency, established early 
in 1917 with an advisory committee 
including such prominent American 
financiers as Messrs, Stuyvesant 
Fish, Cornelius Vanderbilt and Gil- 
bert G, Thorne, 

The balance sheet shows that the 
Bank now has liabilities to the public 
totalling $132,162,444, the figures for 
all classes of deposits and note cir- 
culation showing heavy — increases. 
The note circulation is especially in- 
teresting, as it has reached the figure 
of $12,779,662, the highest in propor- 
tion to capital of any Canadian Bank, 
which is a good indication of the 
confidence reposed in the “Union 
Bank all over Canada and of the 
profitable nature of its connections. 
The non-interest-bearing deposits are 
$44,368,804 and the interest-bearing 
deposits $73,508,157, while the | bal- 
ances due to other Banks total about 
a million and a half.

Dominion and Provincial Gov rn- 
ments $9,361,729; Canadian Munici- 
pals and British, Foreign and Colon- 
ial public securities, $16,244,470 (this 
item includes the Bank’s holdings of 
British Treasury bills and other sim- 
ilar securities, subscribed with a 
view to supporting the financing of 
the Empire for munitions and food 
supplies from Canada) and Railway 
and other securities $2,933,212, The 
call loans in Canada are- $6,634,990 
and call loans elsewhere $2,938,000. 
The total of cash and liquid assets 
comprised in these items is equiva- 
lent to 57 per cent. of the public 
liabilittes, which is even stronger 
than the excellent showing made last 
year. 

Chief among the non-liquid assets 
are of course, the current loans and 
discounts, of which the total in Can- 
ada is $58,791,493 and outside of Can- 
ada $3,154,431, Real estate other 
than Bank premises amounts to 
$370,603, mortgages to $99,974, over- 
due debts to $250,204 and Bank pre- 
mises to $1,106,299, 

The Union Bank made very satis- 
factory earnings during the year, not 
surprisingly large in relation to the 
volume of business, but © substantia! 
in relation to the capital of the 
Bank, which has not been increased 
since the days when the Bank's busi- 
ness was only about one-half of what 
it is today.

Cleaning Poultry Houses

The destination of cvery 
pound of food stuffs is known and 
therefore, there can be no leakage to 
enemy sources. The license system 
is one of the most progressive, mea- 
sures ever effected in the fiscal pol- 
icy of Canada. 


The Country Housewife. Your fears 
may be quieted. No doubt you are 
glad to have the assurance that pre- 
liminary steps have already been tak. 
en to curtail the use of cane sugar in 
the manufacture of candies, Manu- 
facturers have been informed of the 
necessity for saving sugar and im 
many cases they are now trying to 
adjust their business to the require- | 
ments of the situation, If you want 


a wholesome kind of sweet for your 


children that can be made with lit- 
tle trouble or expense try this; Pop- 
corn candy: Use cither honey, maple 
syrup, molasses, white cane syrup OF 
corn syrup.

Bou 
together until syrup hardens whicn 
dropped in cold watey, Pour over 
freshly popped corn and mould into 
balls or fancy shapes.

Boil 
one cup of maple sugar with one cup 
water until it forms a soft ball 
when dropped in cold water. Re- 
move from the fire and stir rapidly 
until it becomes creamy. Form into 
balls the size of marbles and put nut 
meats on either side. Lay on wax 
paper to cool,

I saw him 
before he went up to the attack and 
he was wonderfully confident, though 
he knew all the difficulties of the 
ground and conditions. He was con- 
fident of his men, and because of 
that he said then, ‘We shall get it.’ 
Yesterday, when 1 met him, he look- 
ed up and smiled and said, “Well, we 
have got it.’ Then he spoke of his 
men again and said how splendid 
they had’been. There were no shrink- 
ers or scrimshankers among them.

There had been desperately anxious 
hours for the general and his little 
staff, all crowded into a small shel- 
ter, with a great fire outside.

“Tt was very dark when they went 
away, but from the headquarters they

them knew then that all was well, 
and that Passchendaele was - taken. 
For six days and hights there was 
only a.snatch of sleep for the staff, 
and it was lack of sleep that wore 
them most, and not the shell fire that 
always menaced them. One of the 
staff officers who has been long in 
this war and in many battles had to 
write his orders on a\duckboard in 
the open, all wet and cold and cramp- 
ed and sometimes the desire to sleep 
was a great poignant agony to him, 
hut he had to keep awake. because 
men’s lives depended on his vigilance. 
So it was with the general, but yes- 
terday, when I saw him, his eyes 
were bright, and there was no sign 
of strain upon him and because his 
men had. taken Passchendaele, the 
crown of the ridge, he was happy. 
‘The men were fine,’ he said, and it 
was good to hear his praise of them.” 


Planes From a Catapult 


A Writer Describes Practical Appli- 
cation of New Naval Device 


“O-i-l b-u-b-b-l-e-s! S-e-n-d 
p-l-a-n-e!” The little hand mirror. of 
the motorboat. officer flashed this 
heliograph message across two miles 
of water. 

On the deck of the dreadnought 
came sudden action. A hydroplane, 
waiting in the cluthces of its cata- 
pult, was manned. With a click the 
catch of the catapult was split, Si- 
multaneously with the sudden roar 
of its motor, the airplane shot for- 


shotgun gallery trap. The plane 
made short work of locating the U- 
boat. Following first the telltale 
hye of oil, it circled above until the 
ark outline of the lurker in the 
depths became visible. Then a 
smoke bomb was dropped—the sig- 
nal to a destroyer—and the hydro- 
plane descended to the waves, mere- 
ly to loaf along, with the track of 
sma‘l bubbles constantly coming to 
the surface from the diver’s exhaust 
until relieved by the vessel.

Coming to our own. transportation 
problem—we have sent to France 4n 
quick succession division after divi- 
sion of regulars and the National 
Guard—it is to be noted, first, that 
German submarines were swarming 
in the eastern Atlantic and were cap- 
able of roaming, practically at will, 
in any part of the Atlantic; and 
again, that a considerable part of the 
American navy had been diyerted to 
British waters to co-operate with the 
British patrol.

The Consélidated 
School 


First it is necessary to explain what is 
meant by econoiny as applied to the Oon- 


‘solidated School problem, 


Efficient economy means the spending 
of money in such ways and to such pur- 
poge that the gréatest possible number of 
of children shall receive the best possible 
education, without disrupting the ties of 
home life. 


From this it will be seen that the 
question of individual takation is not a 
point at issue. The child and his welfare 
ean alone be considered in a matter of 
this kind, and any educational systetn 
which fails to adopt this principle as the 
foundation for its work is foredoomed to 
failure. 

The most expensive education is that 
in which the requirements of each family 
are looked after separately, and where 
private tuition is adopted. 

On the other hand where there is no 
attempt to educate the child there is also 
no expense, It cannot be denied that the 
former is wasteful and the latter is a con- 
dition of affairs impossible to-day. 

Fortunately, those who consider the 
rate of taxation as fundamentally im- 
portant, are not ready to carry out their 
viewpoint to its logical conclusion, and 
therefor, to maintain that the principle 
of ‘‘ No School, no Tax !’’ is an ideal to 
be souglit after. Everybody adimits that 
education is a necéssity of modern times. 
Hence all our educational institutions are 
an attempt to harmonize the twoextremes 
before stated. These institutions are the 
best that we have so far been able ta do 
towards supplying every child with his 
schooling at a moderate cost. Experience 
has proved that these results can only be 
obtained by co-operation and centraliza- 
tion. For that reason the children of the 
different families are gathered together 
for educative purposes, 

Jur Rural Schools have done a great 
deal in equalizing the opportunities for 
the children of Alberta, They have pro- 
vided the children of the poorest with a 
certain standard of education, and that 
ata cost which is negligible when com- 
pared to the expense of private tuition. 
Much as they have done, however, they 
still fall short of what is needed. The 
disparity between the opportunities of the 
country child and those of the city child 
ig still too great. The consolidated school 
has been introduced to equalize these 
opportunities. It is designed to replace 
the small rural schools and to afford a 
higher standard of education at approxi- 
mately the same cost as has hitherto 
prevailed. Therefore, while it sometimes 
does happen that taxation is reduced, the 
lowering of taxes is not held ont as an 
inducement for consolidation. The wel- 
fare of the children is the only ground of 
appeal. And that is the only ground 
which can give-hope of permanuancy. 

To obtain a closer view of this question 
of economy we cannot do better than 
turn to the case in point, and take for 
our field of examination Crossfield and 
the districts surrounding it.
